F, No, 16|ljSj83-IR — In pursuance of the directions of the Supreme Couit 
of India in its judgement dated lGtb April, 1985 in Civil Writ Petition No. 9933 
of 1982 and Special Leave Petition (Civil) No. 13981 of 1982 reported in 
(1985) 3 S. C. R. 754 at p. 772 the Central Government appointed five trustees 
on Canara Bank Officers Association Trust Fund vide notification published in 
part I Section 1 of Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 11th March, 1988. 
In terms of this notification the trustees was to hold office until appropriate 
arrangements are made by the Charity Commissioner. Maharashtra on an appli¬ 
cation to be moved by the Central Government. 

2. The Chaiity Commissioner, Maharashtra has, under the suo moto 
scheme proceeding, since settled the scheme under the provisions of the Bombay 
Public Trust Act.
